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The invention relates to a distributing packaging, especially for products in the form of 
sheet, tape, wick and the like, for example cotton wool. 

The invention purpose is to make a practical and hygienic packaging, with simple and 
inexpensive manufacturing process, allowing one to distribute a desired amount of the 
packaged product, while preventing the remaining of the product frombeing in contact with the 
outside. 

According to the invention, the packaging comprises a relatively rigid element, for 
example light cardboard, wherein an opening is provided, the form of which corresponds to 
the cross section of the tape or the like and through which it is possible to extract the tape end 
for the purpose of removing any desired tape length; it also comprises means for covering said 
opening when the desired amount was distributed. 

According to a particularly advantageous embodiment of the invention, the product is 
placed in a frame, in one of the frame surface t an opening for extracting the product is formed, 
the frame containing the product being placed in a bag whose opened end covers the frame 
surface having said opening. The bag is preferably made out with a transparent material and 
preferably hermetic, for example plastic material. 

Said opening is advantageously formed by cutting the material of said surface such to 
form two lips which may be folded outward, on both sides of the opening, thus forming 
guides for the tape opposite surfaces during its extraction from the packaging. 

Other particularities and advantages of the invention will appear from the description of 
few examples of embodiments, which will be given hereafter with reference made to annexed 
drawing, wherein: 

Figure 1 is a perspective view of a packaging according to the invention, showing how 
the products is extracted from the packaging; 

Figure 2 is a cross-sectional view of a variation of an embodiment, and 

Figure 3 is a perspective view of another variation of an embodiment 

Figure 1 shows a distributing packaging for cotton wool in the form of tape or wick 
folded in zigzag. It comprises a rectangular frame 1 made of light cardboard or the like, in one 
surface of which a long opening 2 is formed, delimited by lips 3, 4 which are formed

with cuts in said surface and, are folded outward forming guides for the cotton wool tape on 
both sides of opening 2. Cotton wool tape 5, folded in zigzag, is placed in frame 1 and the 
assembly is enclosed in bag 6. Figure 1 shows how the opened bag allows a desired amount of 
cotton wool is extracted. The bag may then be closed such to cover the opening, by eventually 
closing lips 3, 4. 

Bag 6 is preferably made of transparent plastic material such that cotton wool 4 is 
visible through both opened faces of this frame, a label 6 may be placed on these faces, inside 
the bag. 

Figure 2 shows a packaging wherein cotton wool 8 is folded in zigzag in the frame 1 
plane, instead of being perpendicular to this plane, as it is shown in figure L It is then suitable 
to form opening9 near the frame edge to facilitate the extraction of cotton wool. 

In a variation shown in figure 3, the packaging has the general form of box 10, for 
example made of light cardboard, one surface of which has opening 1 1, eventually fitted with 
lips 12, 13, This opening may be covered with cover 14, for example made of cardboard and 
fixed to the box with a side extension 15, such that the cover is articulated according to folding 
line 16. The cover may be held in its closed position by any appropriate means, for example 
tongue 17 in one piece with the cover and being able to engage into a strap 18 fixed to the box. 
To make the box content visible, it may have a transparent window 19 extending lengthwise on 
at least one of its long surfaces. 

The embodiment in figure 3 is a little complicated and therefore less advantageous than 
the one in figure 1 or 2, which is particularly simple and inexpensive, this fact is very 
important for this kind of disposable packaging. In the case of figure 1 or 2, bag 5, in general 
made of plastic material, always available for other uses after emptying the packaging, only 
frame 1 is discarded. 

It goes without saying that the invention is not limited to described and illustrated 
examples, to which diverse modification may be provided without exiting from the invention 
spirit. 
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S U M M A'R Y 



The invention relates to'a distributing packaging, especially for products in the form of 
sheet, tape, wick or the like, for example cotton wool, essentially comprising hereafter 
particularities, taking separately or according to any combination: 

1) The packaging comprises an element made of relatively rigid material, for example 
light cardboard, wherein an opening is formed, the form of which corresponds to the cross- 
section of the tape or the like and, through which it is possible to extract the tape end for 
removing any desired tape length; it also comprises means for covering said opening when a 
desired amount of the product was removed; 

2) The product is placed in a frame, in one surface of which an extracting opening of 
the product is formed, the frame containing the product being placed in a bag whose opened 
end covers the fi-ame surface having said opening; 

3) The bag is made out with a transparent material and preferably hermetic, for example 
plastic material; 

4) The opening is formed with cuts in the corresponding surface of the packaging, thus 
forming two lips which may be folded outward, on both sides of the opening, to make up 
guides for the product during its extraction from the packaging; 

5) The packaging may have the form of a box, at least one long surface of which 
preferably has a transparent window and, in another surface of which an extracting opening is 
formed; an ^irticulated cover being fixed to the box to cover said opening, this cover 
advantageously having means allowing one to maintain it in closed position; 

6) A packaging made of above-described substance with reference made to annexed
